JOHN JONES PUGH 


The capital of Ohio has had a free public 
library 68 years and during 45 of them it has 
been under the management of John Jones 
Pugh. 

Actually, Mr. Pugh’s service with the 
city’s leading library goes back much be- 
yond that. He has been identified with the 
system, first as assistant librarian and then 
as librarian, for 60 years. 


The only other librarian the system has 
had was the Rev. James L. Grover, named 
to the post when the library was established 
by city ordinance in 1873, and whom Mr. 
Pugh succeeded upon his death in 1896. 

The extraordinary record of this remark- 
able Welshman makes him probably the 
oldest librarian, in point of service, in the 
nation, and the oldest public employe, like- 
wise in point of service, in Ohio. 


Mr. Pugh’s years with the Columbus 
public library span its growth from puling 
infancy to robust adulthood. They marked 
a move from makeshift quarters in the com- 
munity’s old city hall to a handsome marble 
edifice of its own, not far from the heart of 
the city. 

They saw seven branches opened to serve 
outlying districts of the city and 11 stations 
opened in the villages of Franklin County. 
Departments were built up, tremendous 
numbers of books added. They touched too 
the fabulous years when Andrew Carnegie 
was endowing libraries throughout the 
country. 


If John Jones Pugh had not found it im- 
possible, when he was a child, to get the 
kind of books that appeal to the normal, 
healthy American boy, he would very likely 
have made journalism and not library work 
his career. 


As a newsboy for the city’s two leading 
dailies, he was bitten by the journalism bug. 

As an active, imaginative youngster who 
had nothing to choose from at the public 
library but weighty tomes, Alger books and 
the gushings of sentimental lady writers, he 
got ideas about what might be done for 
children in library work. Youngsters of 
that era also had only two days each week 
on which they were tolerated in the library 
sanctum. The blue-eyed little newsboy re- 
solved that when he grew up he’d do some- 
thing about that too. 


So when he was graduated from the old 
Ohio State Normal College, now a part of 
Ohio State University, in 1881, and was 
offered a job at the library, he took it. 
Next the library offered the gangly, 17-year- 
old lad the post of heading its public school 
section, which made him first assistant 
librarian. It was a chance to make his 
dreams come true. He seized it. 

His administrative ability showed itself 
early. Not long after he came to the library 
he wangled from the city fathers an addi- 
tion to the city hall to house children’s 
books. In 1901, with nothing more than a 
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letter of introduction, he went to New York 
and tackled Andrew Carnegie. It was 
Welshman to Scotsman, with happy results. 


The steel magnate gave an endowment 
of $200,000. In 1903, construction of the 
handsome marble edifice which has since 
housed the library, began. Three years 
later the system moved in. 

The years intervening have seen the 
library expand its services through branches 
and stations throughout the city and Frank- 
lin County. It houses some 305,000 volumes. 
Its children’s department is its librarian’s 
pride and joy. In that connection, Mr. Pugh 
was one of the trail blazers in summer read- 
ing clubs for children, and thousands 
annually avail themselves of it. 


The library’s dental department is one of 
the most complete in the central west, and 
its medical department is similarly out- 
standing. Its music department has been 
growing steadily and its braille department 
serves the blind throughout central Ohio. 

Mr. Pugh is a charter member of the Ohio 
Library Association and has served as its 
president. 


Mr. Pugh was born in Columbus, within 
a block of the library site, Feb. 29, 1864. 
His parents had emigrated from Wales 10 
years earlier. He was educated in the public 
schools of Columbus and has never lived 
elsewhere. 


He has three daughters and two grand- 
children. His wife, Mrs. Mary Famah 
Peters Pugh, is a member of a pioneer Pick- 
away County, Ohio, family. 

The white-haired, alert librarian has been 
a member of every prominent singing society 
in Columbus in the past 60 years, including 
the nationally known Republican Glee Club. 
Active in a wide variety of fields, he helped 
found Mooseheart, the home and _ school 
for dependent and orphaned children of 
Loyal Order of Moose members; he is a past 
director and vice-president of the Columbus 
Chamber of Commerce, and a prominent 
Scottish Rite Mason, a Shriner, and a 
Knight Templar. 

Librarian Pugh was commissioned Super- 
visor of War Camp Libraries, and actively 
served in this line of duty during the World 
War. 

He has no hobbies, he will tell you with a 
twinkle. ‘Running a library,’ he says, ‘‘is 
a full time job.”’

MICROPHOTOGRAPHY 


As part of the co-operative library program under- 
way in Philadelphia, a Committee on Micro- 
photography is working with the Bibliographical 
Center there to compile and keep up to date, a list 
of the more important research materials available 
on film. The local interest in this is to encourage a 
co-operative purchasing program that would secure 
more films for use within the area.

JOHN DONNE SINCE 1900 
A Bibliography of Periodical Articles

In the preface to the “Biography and Criticism” section of his Bibliography of John Donne ie: 


University Press, 1932), Dr. Geoffrey Keynes writes: ‘‘This list makes no pretense of being complete. 
Among references in the twentieth century omissions are no doubt more numerous, but for this I make no 


apology as the list is already full enough.” 


These twentieth century omissions the present list attempts to fill; and while no bibliography can ever 
be complete, the more than five hundred titles here listed comprehend most of the work done in the field and 


furnish a representative view. 


Dr. Keynes, principally concerned with Donne texts, included only forty 


secondary sources in his first edition (1914) and enlarged the list to 151 in 1932, including books as well as 


articles. 


It is hoped that my list corrects what is thought by many to be a mechanical inconvenience in Dr. Keynes’s 


Bibliography: 1 have listed all reviews under titles of the books reviewed. The section ‘‘Book Reviews,” 


while 


including almost all the books in Donniana since 1900, is treated here merely as a device for the purpose of 


bringing in untitled reviews which could not be conveniently referred to if included in the main body. 
thirty book reviews with titles are listed both in the main body and in the supplementary section. 
which review two or more books appear under each title reviewed. 


Some 
Articles 


The fifteen items dated before 1900 are those selected for their especial merit in periodical literature on 
Donne: four of these are recommended by the editors of CHEL. 
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No Donne scholar can avoid one significant conclusion for this work: that the twentieth century has seen 
a remarkable revival of interest in the Dean of St. Paul’s, which reached its height in 1931, the tercentenary 
of his death. Before 1923 the number of items appearing annually is unimpressive, for the most part there 
being only one or two in any year, except in 1913, when a number of reviews were inspired by the appear- 
ance of H. J. C. Grierson’s edition of the Poems. Subsequent to 1923, however, these numbers rose rapidly. 
In 1923 there appeared 17 articles as contrasted with 7 in 1922; in 1924 there were 20, and in 1925, 44. Since 


then at least 20 articles‘have appeared yearly, except 1927 (9), with such high figures 35 in 1932, 40 in 1937, 
and 51 in 1931. 


While the discrepancy in these figures is to some extent due to inadequate indexing and cataloguing of 
periodicals before 1920, this factor alone cannot be held to full account. It is plainly obvious that research 
and criticism in Donne is proceeding now at a faster pace than during the first two decades of the century, 
and that thus far the twentieth century shows great advances in Donne scholarship. Reasons underlying 
this renewal of interest have been suggested by several writers: see notes below to John Bailey, Arthur H. 
Nethercot, and Ashley Sampson. 


Then, late in 1940, the general reading public suddenly became aware of the greatness of Donne, and 
years of scholarly work (at least in the eyes of the masses) seemed vindicated for the oddest of reasons. Time 
magazine for 13 January, 1941 (p. 76) writes: ‘““After some 300 years, Ernest Hemingway’s best-selling novel, 
For Whom the Bell Tolls (whose title and magnificent motto are by John Donne), had made Preacher-Poet 
Donne a best seller. U.S. customers could not buy a volume of Donne’s works for love or money. The book- 
stores had sold out completely. Consternated publishers confessed that Best-Seller Donne was 
O. P. (trade patter for out of print).’’ Scholars smiled; for Mr. Hemingway’s use of the quotation from 
Donne’s Devotions on Emergent Occasions, Meditation No. 17 (Cambridge University Press, 1923, p. 98), may 
have popularized the Dean, but it caused hardly a ripple in their learned circles. However, since this list 
was originally completed in 1939, about 40 additional articles have appeared; and most of these—and a few 
earlier ones recently discovered — I have placed in an Addenda.
